The Funeral.

The body has boon lying in state at 


tho church since yesterday afternoon,

Mom- 
bora of the Catholic Knights of America 
were in churge until 0 o'clock last night, 
and after that members of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians were in charge.

Rytm and there woro over sixty priests 
in attendance. 


Long before tho hour for tho funoral 


the church WUB crowded. 
Every seat 


wua occupied, the aislrs wore filled and

The mem- 
bers of tho organization!) did not occupy 
seats so that there would bo more room 
for othora. Besides the members of the 
congregation there woro hundreds of

March 
26 —The 


55th annual boat race between crews rep- 
resenting Oxford and Cambridge was 
rowed today and won by Oxford. 
The 


Oxford men won the toss which with the 
prevailing wind, was legardod as assur 
ing them tbo raoo. 
Tbe weather was 


olondy and the water rough. Tbe boats 
gotawiy at 8:88 p m. At Dukes Head, 
soon after the start, Cambridge was lead 
ing a quartet' length. At Crobtree, a mile 
and a quarter from tbo stun, Oxford lee 
by three lengths, wblcb was innreased at 
Tbe Doves, two miles from tbo start, to 
four lengths. By that time Cambridge 
was pulling abort.

two miles and three-quarters from tbe 
start, the race developed into a prooot 
eion, regarded as a certainty for Oxford 
At Barnes Bridge, three aud two-tbirds 
miles from tbe start, Oxford was 46 sec 
onda ahead, went on, and won by 13 
engtbg.

Don't remember how be was 
dresseJ), bnt was In his shirt sleeves and 
bad his coat on his arm. 
Mr. MoAnally 


spoke to blm and asked him what was the 
matter. Faunae replied that somebody 
had Just shot Mat MoKtnley on Franklin 
etieet. He went into Clarkson'a saloon 
Saw him again come out ot tbe saloon in 
a very short time. Don't know whether 
or not he took a drink. He tben walked 
to Petu Sells' saloon. Saw Faunce before 
I went to where MoKlnley was killed. 
Heird two explosions wbloh were louder 
than fire crackers. One was light and 
tbe other one was loud. A shore time 
afterward, probably five minutes, Fannoe 
came around the corner. In March, 1800, 
moved to the building en State street 
which was formerly occupied by the De- 
spatob. 
My place of business Is opposite 


tbe Linn & Scruggs building and I think 
the oourt house was in tbe building at 
the time. Remember of an explosion 
wbloh caused a window to be broken In 
tbe Lion & Scruggs store A deliver;|wa 
gon passed on the strett and tbe explosion 
occurred. 
Mauzy was on tbe wagon. 


Afterward saw tbat the window in tbi> 
store was broken. Did mot see any cart- 
ridge thrown out. of the window of tho 
she.id's office. 
(Mr. Johns asked tbo 


witness if It was found that tbe wheels of 
the wagon had passed over a cartridge 
and caused It to discharge, bnt Mr. Lefo"- 
geo objected aud the objection was sus- 
tained ) Tho witness said: Tbe Incident 
occurred after March 17, 1 SBO. 
I exam- 


ined the pavement on State rtreet and 
found the brick powder burnod. Before 
the explosion earlier in the day a coal 
wagon moving along tho street oausoi the 
name kind of explosion. At tbo flrst explo- 
sion saw the drher stop

around. 


In tbe oross examinalon by Mr. Lefor- 


gee the witness was sura that he was not 
mistaken about standing in front of bis 
store, and be was sure of the time, as he 
looked at his watch purposely at the time 
Wben Funnce came around the corner ho 
said to MoAnoally that sorco one had 
killed MoKlnloy and didn't show any hos 
Itacey In tellllng It.

COURT OF 


JNQUIRY 


Washington, March 28.—Herewith is 


presented a complete abstract of the re- 
port of the court of inquiry which inves- 
tigated the wrecking of the battleship 
Maine. 


This abstract is made from the report 


itself! The report is made up of eight 
parts, as follc-ws: 


First—The court finds that at the time 


ot the explosion the battleship Maine 
was lying in five and one-half to six 
fathoms of water. 


Second—The discipline aboard the 


ship was excellent. Everything 
was 


stowed according to orders, ammuni 
tion, gune, stores, etc. The tempera- 
ture of magazines at 8 p. m. was normal 
except in the after ten-inch magazine, 
and that did not explode. 


Third—The explosion occurred at 9:40 


o'clock on the evening of February 15 
There wera two explosions, with a very 
short interval between them, and the 
ship was lifted by the first explosion. 


Fouith—Tbe oou^t can torm no defli- 


nlte opinion of the condition of the wreck 
from the divers' evidence. 


Fifth—Technical details of the wreck- 


age from what the court deduces shows 
Chat a mine was exploded under the ship 
on tbe port side. 


Sixth—The explosion was due to no 


fault of those on board. 


Seventh—The opinion of tbe court, 


stating tbat tbe explosion of the mine 
caused tbe explosion of tbe two maga- 
zines. 


Eighth—The oourt declares tbat it can- 


not Und evidence to Sx tbe responsibility. 


The report Is unanimous and Is signed 


by all members of the oourt. It does not 
refer tu the existence or non-existence of 


forces from the island. The Bawllns, 
Foroker and Frye resolutions went to the 
foreign relations committee.

from the port to the starboard sides.

Food products made ot white oorn by 


means of modern milling processes and 
Introduced throngb the efforts of the na 
tlonal government, millers and private 
Individuals hnvecomo rapidly to tho front 
during the past two yenis and oorn prom- 
ise to rival wheat as a food for man In 
tho nuar future, but In order to reach this 
much to bo desired condition of affairs 
the farmer must do his purt. Corn most 
be as nearly clear whlto In color as possi- 
ble, that the mills may turn out hominy, 
grits and oorn flour of the desired whits- 
ness. In order to grow clear white oorn 
the farmer must first o( all take great 
care In selecting Ms seed. It has betn 
found successful In many places for n 
number ot farmers In tbo same neighbor- 
hood tu rosnlvo to unite lu 
growing 


nothing bnt white oorn and the result Is 
that they all produce crops known as 
milling white oorn that commands a pre- 
mium oftentimes of from one to three 
cents a bushel 
Falling In this, arrange 


ments should be made to have all of the 
white cornfields on a farm together, with 
a field of small grain or a meaoow be- 
tween them and any Holds of yellow corn,

When a field of white corn adjoins 


one of the yellow variety they are snro to 
mix together vvhon the oorn la In tassel 
and produce what is called a white-capped

the Park Gates.

Fali-lawn park, which has been com- 


pleted and ready for the people for come 
time, will, about the middle of May, be 
opened tc the whole town .vjd tot a few 
who can ride ont or walk. 


About the middle of May Menoger Fer- 


guson of the street railway company, ex- 
pects to put a gang ot men at work ex- 
tending the West Main street car line out 
tD Falrlawn park. 
The line will cross 


the railroad and on west to tte Dennis 
property, and opposite this Enuthi.int cor- 
ner of the park 
The line will then turn 


north and go across this property so the 
e, ce of the park limits, but will not enter 
the grounds. At the turn from West 
Main street onto the Dennis property will 
be a switch long enough to held fonr 
oars. 
There will also be a switch at the 


end of the line, about 200 feet long. 


Manager Ferguson thinks that It will 


not take more than two weeks for 10 men 
to do tbls work, although It will be tjulte 
an undertaking, as tbo line will bo built 
at oco side of the street just as it is on the 
old Oakland park Hue, so that v.hen this 
part of the street is widened out SO feet 
further noith, as It will have to be when 
taken into the city limits, the car line 
will be ir tbo middle of tbo street. 
This 


will mean a good deal of Oiling in as the 
car line will have to be on a level with 
the street. The poles u>ed will be like 
those on the old port of the line 
Put op 


at ono side of too track with an arm ex' 
tending ov»r the track to hold the trolley 
wire. It 
Is hoped that some kind of a 


deal can be made with the owm re of prop- 
erty between West Main street and the 
park whereby a rond can be built tnrongh 
their property and thr> car line rnn down 
this road. This would make n straight 
road through from Wekt Main street to 
the park gates, Instead of the big jog 
whinh exists. If this plnn can be car- 
lied through, four cars will be ruu on the 
depot and West Main ttrcct line, one ev- 
ery 10 minutes, which would give good 
service at the park.
